Tien Tsin, May 2 0.—It is repo rted 
that 70,000 Russians are marching to 
ths relief o f Po Tt Arthur and the Jap­ 
anese are co nsequently hastening o f­ 
fensiv e o peratio ns. 
Fo rty -fiv e tho u­ 
sand tro o ps hav e already been landed 
at Kin Chau and Tallenwan, thus en­ 
tirely Inv esting Po rt Arthur. The Jap­ 
anese adv anced lines are sev en miles 
fro m 
the 
Russian 
batteries.

mishes o ccur daily alo ng the railro ad. 


St. Petersburg , May 2 0.—The lo se o f 
at least two Japanese warships is o ffl 
daily co nfirmed. 
A messag e dated at 
Po rt Arthur receiv ed by carrier pig eo n 
at Mukden, was transmitted to ths 
empero r early y esterday mo rning , say ­ 
ing that two Japanese waraiiips had 
been lo st o ff that po rt. 
The messag e 
fo llo wed the empero r to Ko ursk, and 
no o ne here knew its co ntents until 
late last nig ht, when fo reig n teleg rams 
bro ug ht full details o f the Japanese 
lo ss. 
Early in ths afterno o n repo rts o f the 
sinking o f the Bklkishlma and the Fuji 
o n the autho rity o f Russian refug ees 
fro m Dalny beg an to circulate and 
aro used 
the 
mo st 
intense interest 
When later co nfirmatio n came o f the 
sinking o f at least two Japanese war­ 
ships, the g reatest enthusiasm was 
manifested. 
Witho ut reference to its 
effect o n the campaig n, the peo ple at­ 
tribute the enemy '« disaster to div ine 
interpo sitio n in the Russian cause. 
"It is sn o ffering to Russia upo n the 
day o f ascensio n, and the empero r’s 
birthday , and It is a sig n that Go d is 
with us," was the remark g enerally 
heard. 
In nav al circles the Japanese catas­ 
tro phe is a matter fo r rejo icing , tho ug h 
reg rets are ex pressed that brav e men 
hav e lo st their liv es, just as Japan 
v o iced its so rro w to the wo rld when 
brav e men went do wn with the Pstro - 
pav lo v ak. 
But this feeling o f apathy 
is swallo wed up in the g reater thanks­ 
g iv ing fo r the blo w Inflicted o n ths 
sea po wer o f the enemy . 
It is po inted 
o ut that the Hatsuze waa o ne o f Jap­ 
an's finest battleships, end that the 
lo ss o f two end po ssibly fo ur warships 
at interv als o f a few day s canno t fall 
to deeply affect Japan sad to influence 
the co urse o f the campaig n. 
The g eneral staff is witho ut direct 
news o f ths sinking o f ths Sbiklshima 
and the Fuji, but there Is an impres­ 
sio n that it may be true. 
The repo rts 
at any rate hav e infused fresh Ilfs and 
enthusiasm in o fficial circles, where it 
Is believ ed that the tide has turned. 
The Russians no w say that the fates 
are ag ainst the Japanese. 
The latest 
Japanese mo v ements repo rted to ths 
g eneral staff tend, nev ertheless, te de­ 
cidedly befo g the autho rities as to the 
real intentio n to the enemy .

W hen found she had b een dead 
eight hours or more. 
In her clinched 
right hand they 
found three hairs. 
Two of them w ere dark and fine and 
thre e or four inches long—hairs taken 
from a head.

evidently was a m ustache hair. 
As 
this testim ony was given the eyes of 
all in the courtroom rested on McDon­ 
ald and his sandy m ustache and dark 
b rown hair.
